HE greatest thing any of 
us gets out of life, when 
we have balanced up the 
account, is Home and 
the things Home stands 
for.

the goal of homeward- 
turning footsteps. You can make it, if you 

will, a place of comfort and beauty and 
charm, that will be in good taste for gener- 
ations; or you can let it be just a shelter. 


To help the users of Curtis Woopwork 
build homes of the former kind, the Curtis 
Companies have had a series of small-house 
plans designed by Trowbridge & Ackerman, 
Architects, of New York City, who have at- 
tained more than national recognition as au- 
thorities in this field. In exterior design, 
therefore, these homes represent the best 
tendencies in building. A few of these 
houses are presented in this book. 

Each of these homes can be built of stand- 
ard materials, in stock sizes, all the way 
through; including, of course, Curtis Woop- 
worK in stock patterns and stock sizes. This 
use of standard stock materials represents a 
saving, both in cost and in time, which no 
homebuilder can afford to overlook. 

Wherever one must count the dollars in 
building, there are sure to be sacrifices of 
one kind or another that will have to be 
made. Do not discard a plan, therefore, be- 
cause it does not include every detail you 
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hoped your home would have. It may be 
that to incorporate that little feature would 
necessitate using material that is not stock, 
or sacrificing some much more important 
feature. The architects have borne in mind 
every necessary convenience, and have in- 
corporated as many as possible in each plan, 
within the limitations of size and cost. 
Woodwork is.so important a part of the 
very structure of the house that it will pay 
you to consider this, too, while you are con- 
sidering the room arrangement. The small 
pictures in this book will help you do this. 


Should you decide to build a Curtis 
house—and we hope you will—ask your 
lumber dealer to send to the Curtis Com- 
pany in your territory for the complete 
working drawings and material bill. These 
with a quotation on the Curtis Woopwork, 
will enable your dealer to give you an esti- 
mate of the cost of the house you have chos- 
en, built in your locality, today. The plans 
are not sold, and are furnished only on re- 
quest of your lumber dealer, and on condi- 
tion that Curtis Woopwork is used in build- 
ing the house.

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Leeds—Curtis 701—Enjglish 


ERY often a downstairs bedroom and bathroom are a great convenience, especially 

where there are children or elderly people in the family, or in cases of illness. It is un- 

usual to find a plan in which these rooms are so well arranged as in Leeds. Being at 

the back of the house, they are undisturbed by the noise of the street, and enjoy privacy 
from the day portion of the house. Both have a cross circulation of air. The smaller has, in 
addition to its clothes closet, a built-in tray case. Two upstairs bedrooms, a second bathroom 
and a large dressing room supplement the downstairs sleeping rooms. 


All due consideration is shown the housewife in this plan. The kitchen, where much of her 
time is spent, is centrally situated, and is so arranged that there isn’t a place in the house that 
isn’t reachable in a few steps. A good-sized side porch adjoins the kitchen, making a supple- 
mentary work place in summer. Notice the convenience of the refrigerator entry and the base- 
ment steps, both from indoors and out. If you have a side street or drive at the right the plan 
may be reversed, as can any Curtis plan, to fit your particular lot. 

French doors form the attractive opening between living room and dining room, so that the 
rooms may be opened together, or isolated. Two of the chief architectural features of the in- 
terior are in these rooms—the open stair in the living room, and the pair of corner china cup- 
boards that lend unusual charm to the dining room.

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Fenway —Curtis 702—Colonial 


ENWAY is an example of the pure Georgian Colonial in a modern home. Its extreme 

simplicity of walls and roof is characteristic, focusing attention upon the beautiful en- 

trance, “the smile on the face of the house.” No amount of ornament could be so effec- 

tive as this six-panel door, surrounded by sidelights and fanlight transom, and sheltered 
by an arched hood, supported by correctly-proportioned columns. 


The usual symmetrical placing of all the openings is observed, with excellent effect. Any 
possible hint of bareness is overcome by shutters and blinds, reminiscent of sterner uses. Their 
color should be the same as that of the roof, making the whole house a part of its surroundings. 


One of the pleasantest features of this plan is the large, open porch that is not at the mercy 
of every passerby or chance caller. There is also a homelike indoors living room, with the essen- 
tial fireplace and bookcases. The latter form a room-end, with a window seat between them. 
Firewood may be kept in the seat. This room is isolated from the dining room by the large 
central hall, with French doors into each room, so that all three may be merged into one when en- 
tertaining. The hall has a coat closet, and an open Colonial stair at the rear, with a window on 
the landing. 

The sideboard built into the rear wall of the dining room is one of the most beautiful and 
distinctive of the many shown in the Curtis catalog. Such woodwork as is incorporated in Fen- 
way is brought within your reach by standardization of really worthwhile designs, and quantity 
production in the Curtis factories. 

Upstairs there are three delightful bedrooms, a sewing room, and a bathroom, all with 
built-in features that make them more than usually attractive. 


Perhaps the Colonial type doesn’t appeal to you. If not, you will find 
this same basic plan with an English exterior on page 4, and with a 
Dutch Colonial exterior on page 40. 


eMarcot—Curtis 704—Enzglish 


66 E ARE building for comfort more than looks,” many people say. Why not both? 
The service represented by this little book makes it possible. Marcot, for instance, 
represents a house built “from the inside out’—for comfort more than looks— 
but has so pleasing an exterior that the reverse would seem to be true. 


Notice the absence of any non-essential features which increase expense. Standard materi- 
als are used throughout, in stock sizes. This is an economy that emphasizes the cost of slight 
changes in a stock plan. 

One fundamental condition of comfort in the home, as well as of ultimate economy, is good 
construction. When you examine a set of Curtis blueprints you will find joists indicated that 
are heavy enough for the span, double studs and plates around partitions and partition open- 
ings, and many other excellent features that are small things in themselves, but which mean a 
great deal in the satisfaction you will get from your home as years go by. 

Three of the seven rooms in this desirable home have casements on three sides, and the 
others also have an abundance of light and air. Double-hung windows are also proper in Eng- 
lish type houses instead of casements, if you prefer, or even a carefully-thought-out use of both. 

The central hall helps conserve heat, and is large enough to serve as a reception hall. The 
design of the curb string stair, and of the two-vertical-panel interior doors, is worthy of note. 

There is both an outside and inside entrance to the basement. The basement itself is parti- 
tioned off into laundry room, furnace room, coal bin and fruit storage room. 

In the bedrooms the built-in dressing table, mirror door, window seat and two tray cases, 
which replace chiffoniers, save the purchase of that much furniture. All are finished like the rest 
of the woodwork, and have the effect of belonging just where they are. 


Perhaps the English type doesn’t appeal to you. If not, you will find 
this same basic plan with Georgian Colonial exterior on page 3; and 
with Dutch Colonial exterior on page 40.

Hampstead—Curtis 707—Colonial 


IGNITY and simplicity are the outstanding characteristics of the Colonial type. Plain 
wall and roof surfaces, a narrow molded cornice, symmetrical openings, and an ab- 
sence of ornament produce this effect. Touches of color are introduced in the shutters 
and the stained shingle roof, and the brick coping of the stucco chimneys, which are 

within the walls. A distinctive combination of flush boards and wide siding is used, the latter be- 
ing carried down over the foundation to conceal the modern basement. Another modern fea- 
ture that is indispensable is the open living porch. Its location is fortunate from the standpoint 
of the house design and the comfort of its users. 


Glazed doors lead to this porch from the living room that occupies one side of the house. 
With its open brick fireplace and Colonial mantel, its bookcases and window seat, its paneled 
wainscoting and a flood of sunlight from three sides, this room is full of promise. Across the 
hall, which has two coat closets and a mahogany-and-white Colonial stair, are dining room and 
pantry, and to the rear, the kitchen. All are made more convenient and more desirable by built- 
in features. The kitchen has light and air from three sides. 


There are four bedrooms, bathroom and linen closet upstairs. Two of the bedrooms are as 
large as most living rooms. Besides the four clothes closets (which, by the way, have raised 
floors that do not harbor dirt), there are three tray cases, each taking the place of a chiffonier. 
One of the larger rooms also has a delightfully feminine dressing table built-in, with a little 
bench to match. The other large room has a window seat that is also a storage chest, and a full 
length mirror door. 


Hampstead includes everything that can make seven rooms a real home. 
Perhaps the Colonial type doesn’t appeal to you. If not, you will find 


this same basic plan with an English exterior on page 7; and with a 
Western exterior on page

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Hopewell—Curtis 707-A—Colonial 


F you are looking for a seven-room home that will never go out of style, here is one that will 
be as worthy of admiration when your little tots are grown-up as it was in your grand- 
father’s day; and the quiet dignity of its simple exterior cannot help but have a part in 
molding the minds and characters of its occupants. 

Wide siding is the construction material pictured, but this plan has also been built in brick, 
with excellent effect. The shutters and shingle roof give an opportunity for color-relief in either 
construction. Latticed porch columns on the spacious living porch at the right, and the simple 
latticed front entrance are especially pleasing. 

The front door leads into a small vestibule with a coat closet at each side, and thence into 
a generous hall, dominated by a mahogany-and-white Colonial stair. A cased opening at the 
right affords a glimpse of the living room fireplace, flanked by glazed doors to the porch. French 
doors at the left lead to the dining room, which is larger than average. Wainscoted walls and 
a pair of handsome corner china closets in the front corners contribute a hospitable spirit. Every 
housewife will appreciate the splendidly arranged kitchen, with rear access to the main stair and 
to the downstairs lavatory. 

Upstairs are two large bedrooms, two smaller ones, a bathroom and linen case. Besides the 
four clothes closets, there are three tray cases, a built-in dressing-table, and a window seat. 

Since every Curtis house is planned to be built of stock materials in stock sizes, small changes 
in a plan often represent an additional cost disproportionate to the advantage to be gained. A 
difference of two feet will cost no more than one of six inches. For instance, a 16-foot joist 
costs no more than one 14’ 6”, because the shorter joist must be cut from the 16-foot piece. 


C-320. The bottom panel har- 
monizes with the wainscoting in 
the dining room. Plain plate glass 
1s used in Curtis French doors. 


C-700. A pair of corner cup- 
boards is sufficient space for all 
tableware. The paneled back elim- 
inmates hard-to-clean angles. 
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C-752. Curtis kitchen dressers 
stoop may be used as units to build up 
prem Ace just the combination of drawers, 

bins and cupboards you need. 
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C-620. Sentiment as well as 
practical considerations make the 
hearth deserve a mantel finely de- 
signed and constructed. 


Inglewood—Curtis 708—EnZglish 


UNSHINE ought to be brought into our houses. To do so without giving the efiect of 
structural inadequacy by much glass is an architectural problem. Don’t you think it is 
well solved in Inglewood, by these batteries of casements? Single panes instead of small 
ones would be like shop windows, destroying all the privacy one expects in a home. Of 

course, double hung sash can be used instead of casements, if preferred, and with small panes will 
produce the same good effect. 


The overhang of the second story precludes the possibility of brick construction, but a com- 
bination of other materials is in good taste. The simple, unbroken hip roof and walls make for 
protection and for economical construction at the same time. 


A recessed entrance like this one needs no vestibule. Here it opens into a good-sized hall 
with an open stair at the rear. French doors on each side connect it with dining room and liy- 
ing room, both of which are veritable sunparlors. Wood paneled walls, stained in English fash- 
ion, could not be used in a dark room, but in this sunny dining room they are lovely. There is 
a large pantry, with refrigerator, sink and dressers, to spare the housewife many hours in the 
hot kitchen. A built-in ironing board is among the conveniences of the kitchen. There is a 
broom closet, and both inside and outside steps to the basement. 


Four bedrooms upstairs claim their share of the sunshine and air. They have tray cases and 
closets galore, a built-in dressing table, a window seat, and wall spaces that will easily accom- 
modate the few pieces of movable furniture which will be needed. The compact bathroom is 
equally accessible to all bedrooms, and so is the linen closet. 


C-643. Elizabethan paneling is 
made up of rather small, well- 
proportioned panels, framed with 
flat, narrow moldings.

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Renwood—Curtis 709— Western 


VERY plain house may be a very good-looking one, if the principles of correct design are 
applied. Horizontal, rather than vertical, lines produce the best effect. Notice the ways 
in which the horizontal lines of Renwood are strengthened: the low hip roof with wide 
eaves and open cornice; the wide siding; the overhang of the second story; the broad 

windows spaced far apart; and the location of the living porch. 


Seven rooms and a central hall, so large that it is really another room, are included in the 
layout. While this hall may be used to shut off the dining room from the living room, it may 
also be used to add to the space of either. All three have built-in features that contribute a 
homelike atmosphere even to the empty house. Bookcases with a window seat between occupy 
the far end of the living room. On each side of the fireplace a glazed door leads to the generous 
open porch. Opposite the fireplace, French doors open into the hall, and are balanced by a sim- 
ilar pair to the dining room across the hall. Two corner china closets beautify the dining room. 


The kitchen, lighted on three sides, and including many labor-saving built-in features, is 
separated from the dining room by a good-sized pantry, with two dressers, sink, and space for 
the refrigerator. Notice that the bathroom upstairs is served by the same plumbing stack that is 
used for the pantry sink. Economies of this character may be secured without the sacrifice of 
architectural values either on the exterior or interior. It is simply a matter of expert planning. 


Two of the four bedrooms are unusually large. Each bedroom has a closet, and three of 
them also have built-in tray cases that increase convenience and orderliness. The built-in 
dressing table with adjustable mirrors and its own small seat in the rear bedroom is sure to win 
the heart of the daughter or guest. 


Perhaps the Western type doesn’t appeal to you. If not, you will find 
this same basic plan with a Colonial exterior on page 5, and with an 
English exterior on page 7

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Midvale— Crigte 711—EnBlish 


ELDOM, indeed, does one find a house only 28 feet wide and 27 feet deep that has such an 
excellent arrangement of seven rooms as Midvale. Even the porch is included within 
these dimensions. Every convenience is provided in this small space that one would expect 
in the most pretentious home. This is not the false economy of cheaper construction, but 

ihe far better economy of construction that will give lasting satisfaction as years go by. 


By placing the entrance door across a corner, space has been gained for a vestibule and coat 
closet. One may go directly to the living or dining room, and it is only a step to the kitchen. 


The living room has windows on three sides. There is a well-designed open stair, of English 
type, in one corner. A long inside wall space is suitable for the piano. Notice the large closets in 
the dining room and kitchen. These are better than an attic. There are also two corner china 
closets in the dining room. In the kitchen there is an abundance of cupboard and counter space, 
a built-in ironing board and inside steps to the basement. An outside basement entrance is 
also provided. The rear entry is an ideal place for the refrigerator, for delivery shelves, and the 
storage of outdoor paraphernalia. 

Upstairs, the four corner bedrooms are connected by the most economical hall possible. The 
compact bathroom with recessed tub is equally handy to all. Each has a good closet, is cross- 
ventilated, and one of them has a permanent tray case. 


DIn1Nc Room 
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LIVING Room 
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Effingham—Curtis 712—Colonial 


NE of the first requirements of many homebuilders is met in Effingham by its large 
front porch. Nothing is detracted from the stately dignity of the house, however, for 
the porch is not massive and overshadowing, but light and pergola-like, with flat roof, 
rafter ends, and lattices. 


Effingham would be equally charming if built of brick, cream stucco or other material than 
the wide siding shown. This is true of many houses in this book. Notice the color-touches in 
the brickwork on chimneys, and on the shutters and shingle roof. 


The central hall and vestibule, with the straight flight of boxed stairs, divides the house 
in two. At one side of the first floor is the splendid living room, of long rectangular shape. On 
the other side of the hall is the charming eight-sided dining room, and back of it a kitchen in 
which built-in dresser, worktable, and ironing board lighten housework. Note the excellent loca- 
tion of the basement steps. 


Each bedroom has cross-ventilation. There are hanging closets with shelves, rods and shoe- 
racks, and an open-end tray case. The bathroom has an alcove for the tub, and numbers among 
its fixtures a medicine cabinet with a mirror door. The linen closet opens off the hall. 


Perhaps the Colonial type does not appeal to you. If not, you will find 
this same basic plan with an English exterior on page 11, and with a 
Western exterior on page 12 
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C-616. This pleasing tiled fire- 


place is in the living room. The 
dining room mantel is C-621 in 
the Curtis catalog. 


C-700. Beautiful and harmo- 
nious woodwork such as this cor- 
ner china closet is now procurable 
from stock.

solidly built, and utilize all the 


space they cover. This is the 
smaller of the two stock sizes. 


C-1166. Shutters may be paint- 
ed white against stone or brick, 
or blue-green against stucco or 
white siding. 

Slat doors are another 
fine point of interior planning in- 
dicating the extent of the service 
offered in Curtis stock woodwork. 
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C-621. This inexpensive but ef- 
fective fireplace, and a pair of 
corner china closets, occupy cor-

The panels of the living 
room walls and doors harmonize 
beautifully. Upstairs, doors with 
two vertical panels are suggested. 

A medicine cabinet 1s 
essential bathroom equipment. The 
open shelf and mirror door make 
this one especially desirable. 
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cMarston—Curtis 713—Enéglish 


NOTED French authority has called Marston “a little gem of architecture.” See if you 
think it deserves the praise. It is characterized as English by its steep roof with gentle 
spring and clean-cut cornice; by its casements; by its chimneys; the seclusion of its 
porch; and by the use of local materials in its construction. 


The interior also carries out the English spirit. The living room walls are paneled in well- 
proportioned rectangles of wood, and the interior doors downstairs repeat these panels. The 
trim about them accents their good lines. An open fireplace of brick, with a plain mantel shelf, 
and a room-end of bookcases and window seat, harmonizing in finish with the walls. 


There is a vestibule and coat closet, a good-sized central hall with French doors on either 
side, and a boxed stair. The dining room across the hall from the living room has an unusual 
and interesting shape. From the kitchen there is direct access to front hall and stair, 


The four bedrooms are not wastefully large, but are ample. Three of them are cross-venti- 
lated. It would be possible to cross-ventilate the fourth also by using a bedroom slat door, a 
convenience that is also desirable for securing ventilation for clothes closets. There are plenty of 
closets, including one in the hall near the centrally-located bathroom. 


Perhaps the English type doesn’t appeal to you. If not, you will find 
this same basic plan with a Colonial exterior on page 10, and with a 
Western exterior on page 12. 
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Ruthford—Curtis 714— Western 


UTHFORD is a type of house that lends itself to development in various materials, or 
combinations of materials. The simple hip roof, plain straight walls and latticed front 
porch are economical of construction, and are certainly effective from the standpoint of 
appearance. The floor plan is a strict rectangle. 


Each of the four bedrooms has a corner location, with windows on two sides, insuring 
pleasant, healthful sleeping rooms. Each has a clothes closet, and one has also a built-in tray 
case. Near the bathroom there is a linen case, enclosed by one of the two-panel interior doors. 


The stair hall and vestibule effectually isolate the living room, which occupies half of the 
first floor, from the dining room and kitchen on the other side. This hall also provides con- 
venient access between all the rooms in the house. The living room is large enough and thor- 
oughly homelike with its fireplace and library corner.

Cogswell—Curtis 715—Colonial 


N any neighborhood, Cogswell will do credit to its owner’s good taste, because it is in line 
with the best tendencies in architecture, but is not pretentious. [he simplicity of the ex- 
terior enhances the beautiful Colonial entrance with its six-paneled molded door, sidelights 
and elliptical transom. The completeness of the plans is worthy of note. Everything is in- 
cluded—heating, plumbing and lighting provisions, as well as standard materials and stock sizes 
of Curtis Woodwork. 
Beyond the vestibule is the hall, with its typical stair of mahogany and white. A coat closet 
is nearby. Another excellent feature is the direct entrance from the kitchen to this front hall, 
which saves the building of a rear stair, even where there are servants. 


The living room is much larger than in ordinary houses. Glazed doors make the living porch 
a part of it. A homelike fireplace with a truly Colonial mantel, and a group of bookcases and 
window seat, white enameled like the other woodwork, make it cozy in spite of its size. Across 
the hall is the dining room. Its most interesting feature is a simple, effective corner china closet. 
The kitchen is good-sized and unusually light. It has sink and drainboard, wall-cabinet ironing 
board, dresser and worktable. A wall-cabinet breakfast table is another practical convenience 
that could be included by a rearrangement of the kitchen fixtures. 


Because of the plain walls, each of the four corner bedrooms is assured of cross-ventila- 
tion. Each one has 2 good closet, and one also has a tray case enclosed by one of the six-panel 
interior doors. The linen closet in the hall is similar, but has deep drawers as well. There is an 
extra closet, also, which might be cedar-lined. The bathroom is centrally located, and a mini- 
mum of space is taken up for the hall.

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Eggleston—Curtis 716—Colonial 


HERE is a little more elaboration, of the exterior of Eggleston than of Cogswell, other- 

wise the two houses are almost identical. In Eggleston lattices veil the stucco walls of 

the first floor. The overhang adds to the size of the upstairs bedrooms and is cleverly 

worked in with the bays. Notice the effective, though unusual, use of both casements 
and double-hung windows. The bays, with their small-paned casements and broad stools, are 
lovely from the interior of the living room and dining room. 


In the dining room a paneled wainscot forms a beautiful background for furniture of the 
fine-grained woods. The bay here is flanked by corner china closets reproduced from a beautiful 
original now in the Metropolitan Museum of Art. These occupy space which would not other- 
wise be used, and add greatly to the architectural character of the room. Their carefully- 
worked-out design and excellent construction make them real pieces of furniture, saving the pur- 
chase of movable furniture. The same is true of all the items of Curtis permanent furniture 
used in Eggleston—the built-in kitchen features, the linen case and tray case upstairs, the book- 
cases, medicine cabinet, and even the mirror door of the coat closet. 


The trim that frames each wall opening is delicately molded in Colonial spirit, and harmon- 
izes with the moldings of the doors and permanent furniture. The woodwork, while also Colo- 
nial, is not the same in design as that suggested for Cogswell, for there is ample leeway for 
choice of Curtis Woodwork of any architectural expression. There is choice of woods in which 
it is stock, also, so that if you wish the grain of the wood may be brought out in the finish but if 
painted or enameled finish (typical of the Colonial) is to be used, the cheaper wood may be 
selected and will take that finish admirably.

HE beauty of the design of Newcastle is increased by the effective use of lattices and of 

small-paned casements, well-proportioned and well-spaced. With the steep roof, tall 

chimneys are essential, and add immensely to the attractiveness of the house. The walls 

are plain and the rectangular layout of the floor plan makes for economical construction 
also. You will need a frontage of at least fifty-five feet for Newcastle. The interior is so ar- 
ranged that the rooms will be pleasant, no matter which direction the house faces. 


If you like a large living room, this one will appeal to you for it occupies one entire end of 
the first floor, and the glazed doors on each side of the fireplace make the broad, secluded porch 
a part of it. Notice the rear door which admits to the kitchen, basement and rear entry. The 
kitchen, on the other side of the hall, has another door which leads to the front hall and main 
stair, so that it is not necessary to have a back stair in order to secure privacy and save steps. 


Both the kitchen and the dining room have pairs of casements on adjoining sides to make 
them bright and cheerful. Among the built-in features of the kitchen are dresser, worktable, and 
ironing board. The dining room has a corner china closet while the adjacent corner is similarly 
cut across by the chimney. 


Each item of the woodwork and permanent furniture is of English type, harmonizing with 
the exterior of the house, and therefore of architectural importance. The woodwork is stained 
and waxed in the main rooms of the house, English fashion, while in the sleeping quarters and 
service portion, painted or enameled finish is used. The stained finish is desirable on woods of 
beautiful grain, such as oak or birch, and makes even inexpensive wood, such as yellow pine, 
desirable in homes of good taste.

NY family who need a home office, or whose younger members make it desirable to have 

a supplementary living room, should consider the plan of Bingham. The library is not 

extravagant of space, and is secluded enough to fill any requirement for work or study. 

It shares the front of the house with the living room. The exposure of the two rooms 

may easily be interchanged, by simply reversing the plan. This may be done with any Curtis 
plan, thus increasing the number of situations to which each plan is adaptable. 


Bingham has many features that make it economical to construct. It is small, being only 
27' 4” by 25’ 4”. There are no breaks in its simple wall-lines, except the rear entry. Ordinary 
materials are used, and the utmost simplicity observed in all details. Yet no one could deny that 
the house is a most attractive one. 


On the interior, the same economical treatment is evident. For instance, the stair in one cor- 
ner of the living room occupies no space in the room. The joys of a fireplace have also been 
sacrificed to attain this object. Yet the plan is unusually desirable. 


It is to be borne in mind that in Curtis plans economy is never attained at the sacrifice of 
good construction. Every Curtis plan specifies the sort of construction that will make your home 
permanently satisfactory, not merely a shell that brings disillusionment when lived in. To get 
a cheaper Curtis house, one must simply choose a smaller one—and very often smaller ones 
meet real needs quite as well, on account of the excellence of their planning. 

Every room in the house has a corner position, so is sure to be light and well-ventilated. 
French doors and a pair of corner china closets are fascinating features of the dining room. On 
the second floor are three good bedrooms with ample closets, a tray case, linen case and a bathroom. 


Bingham represents full value for the building dollars spent for a seven-room house.

Sedwell—Curtis 721— Western 


EDWELL is the Western variation of the basic plan of Ingram. There is no sunparlor, 
so the exterior is more simple than that of the English house. Sedwell is simple enough 
for modest tastes, but dignified and well-designed enough for any neighborhood. It is not 
a large house, which makes its excellent floor plans all the more desirable. 


The living room has direct light from two sides, and indirect from a third, through the 
French doors that lead to the dining room. The boxed stair in the corner opposite the front 
door occupies no space in the room. Beamed ceiling is an attractive feature. A glazed door leads 
to the generous living porch at the side, screened from the street by a balustrade. The den, with 
its built-in bookcases and seat promises to be the most-used room in the house. 


Outward opening casements are a rather unusual feature of this Western house. With Cur- 
tis Standard Weather-proof frames and the proper hardware these casements are quite as weath- 
er-proof as double-hung windows, and they are practical and attractive. 


There is paneled wainscoting in the dining room and a pair of corner china cases whose 
straight lines harmonize with the type of building. For every home there is a complete line of 
Curtis Woodwork of the correct architectural type. In Sedwell, stained oak finish is used in the 
main rooms and enameled finish in kitchen and bedrooms. The Western type allows consid- 
erable latitude in the finish used. Painted, enameled or stained finish is in good taste. . 


The kitchen sink is under casements, while range, worktable and dresser occupy corners of 
the room. The location of the basement steps is particularly handy. The outside entry provides 
a convenient place for the refrigerator. One chimney serves the whole house. The plumbing also 
is in one stack. 


Upstairs there are three desirable bedrooms and a good bathroom.

OME people have the impression that a Colonial house requires a wide lot. Here is one 
that will look well on a lot forty-five feet wide.

It leads 
you into a small vestibule, then on into a reception hall, with a handsome open stair 

and a coat closet with a mirror door. The stair landing 1s accessible from the kitchen. 


French doors communicate with the living room, which occupies the rest of the front of 
the house. In the center of the long inside wall there is an open fireplace of brick, with an espe- 
cially beautiful Colonial mantel. French wall paneling, a method of dividing the wall surfaces 
into rectangles by means of molding, might be effectively used in this room. 


At the rear of the house are the kitchen and dining room. The latter is made cheerful by 
windows on two sides. Corner china cupboards occupy the rear corners, taking almost no space 
in the room. The kitchen has ample cupboard and drawer space, a built-in ironing board, broom 
closet, refrigerator entry, and both outside and inside basement steps. The basement consists of 
storage room, coal bin, heater room and laundry. Cellar sash light each of these divisions. 


There are four corner bedrooms and compactly arranged bathroom on the second floor. 
The ventilated attic space above them helps to regulate their temperature.

It is a matter 
of good architecture. These houses are small enough for practically any city lot, and yet have 
every excellence of design and interior planning that a seven-room house could incorporate. 
Such houses as these are not extreme or faddish; their distinctiveness is merely a matter of bet- 
ter architecture than is usually found in small houses,

IDE eaves and open cornice, as well as frank simplicity of both exterior and interior 

details, characterize houses of the Western type. [here is much latitude for choice ot 

materials and of designs of doors, windows, porches, chimneys, and other architec- 

tural details. A combination of materials is often used, as in Stafford, and sometimes 
there is an overhang of the second story, as in Ramona—Curtis 718. Good proportions and bal- 
ance are always maintained in any well-designed house. 


Little touches that distinguish Stafford from its neighbors are its chimneys, the lattice-and- 
stucco porch columns of the large living porch at the side, and sturdy batten shutters. It is not 
an expensive house to build, and this fact is due to the use of simple details and standard mate- 
rials—including stock sizes of Curtis Western woodwork. 


It is suggested that the woodwork be stained and waxed in the main rooms, and painted or 
enameled in the kitchen and on the second floor. Upstairs, edge grain yellow pine floors will be 
found serviceable and good looking; downstairs, oak is desirable, except in the kitchen, where 
maple is usually preferred. The trim that defines the windows and doors is a very simple, flat 
molding, except in the living room and dining room, where a back band trim is used. 


The plan is an admirable arrangement of seven rooms in a space-saving, convenient way.

HIS home charms by its very simplicity. That is the sort of charm that never has gone 

out of date. The contrast of white-painted clapboards and green blinds, and the shingled 

roof, ending in a narrow cornice, are characteristics of the Colonial type. In the placing 

of the beautiful entrance portico there is an unusual element that lends interest. It 
leads to an enclosed porch or solarium, a feature of Coeburn that many homebuilders will be de- 
lighted with. Notice how attractive this solarium is from the exterior. 


The main living room is at the rear of the solarium. It is a rectangular room with a room- 
end of bookcases and window seat facing the fireplace that is so well-located in the center of a 
narrow wall. 


The main stair hall, with its boxed stair and coat closet, occupies a central position in the 
plan, making all the rooms easily accessible to one another. At the left of it is the dining room, 
which has a front and side exposure to make it cheerful. A pair of corner china cupboards is the 
chief architectural feature of this room. The kitchen is eleven feet square, just a good size to 
bring everything within handy reaching distance. Sink and drainboard, dresser, ironing board 
and worktable are among its furnishings. The basement stair is in an entry, which also is large 
enough for the refrigerator. 


Each of the four bedrooms is assured a good circulation of air. One of them has a room- 
end of tray case, permanent dressing table and hanging closet. Another has a tray case with a 
full length mirror door to supplement the clothes closet. The centrally-located bathroom and 
the linen case in the hall are convenient to the whole house.

ALF-TIMBER construction in the overhanging second story of this house is one of its 
chief charms. The roof lines are also of unusual interest. Notice the pair of casements 
which break through the eaves-line. The grouping of slender columns and the simple 
balustrade on the porch are effective. 


There are two entrances to the house from the porch, both glazed doors. Straight ahead, 
one enters the hall, a small place with a boxed stair and a coat closet with a mirror door. The 
hall gives direct access to dining room or living room. The door on the left of the porch also 
admits to the splendid living room, which has light from three sides. Notice its good wall spaces 
for piano and davenport, and its fireplace on the inside narrow wall, opposite the bookcases and 
seat that surround the front casements. 


There is a good-sized dining room, with casements on two sides. Perhaps its most attractive 
feature is the pair of corner china cupboards of English type. These are stained and waxed to 
harmonize with the other woodwork and doors, and seem a real part of the room and its furnish- 
ing. The kitchen includes a Curtis built-in ironing board, worktable and kitchen dresser, in ad- 
dition to the sink and range.

Any desired heating system—hot water, steam, os 
vacuum—may be installed, however. The location of lights, power outlets and switches is indi- ee Phy 
cated. Each plan provides for a full cemented basement, divided into storage room, furnace ee 
room with adjoining coal bin, and laundry room with stationary tubs close to the kitchen 
plumbing. In Denby, there are two sets of basement steps. Notice how convenient the inside 
steps are from every room in the house.

ERE is a splendidly planned seven-room house that is only twenty-five feet two inches 
wide. From either the narrow or the wide side it presents an interesting front. The un- 
symmetrical placing of openings is both unusual and fascinating, because well han- 
dled. A bay like that in the living room is a feature of one of the upstairs bedrooms 

also. The dormer provides ventilation from a third side in another bedroom. 


The paneled door from the porch leads to the vestibule, with its handy coat closet and mir- 
ror door. At the right is the hall, which brings living room, dining room, kitchen, main stair 
and basement steps into inter-communication. The living room shares the front of the house 
with the porch, and is open to light and air from three sides, while two pairs of French doors, 
on each side of the fireplace on the inside wall make it even brighter. Just opposite the fireplace 
is the bay with its wide stool inviting plants. 


There are two pairs of French doors on adjacent sides of the dining room. It is a larger- 
than-average room, and has a built-in corner china cupboard. Double-acting doors lead through 
the pantry, fitted with a dresser and counter space, to the kitchen. Here there is a room-end of 
dressers with the sink between. A wall-cabinet ironing board is included, and there is room for a 
wall-cabinet breakfast table also, if desired. A store closet and a refrigerator entry that is with- 
in the main walls of the house complete the first floor. 


Upstairs there are three pleasant bedrooms, and a sewing room. Each has closet space, 
and two of them have built-in tray cases. The largest is 13’0” x 19’0”, and has a fireplace. It 
has outside openings on three sides. Near the bathroom is the commodious linen closet, and an 
extra closet, which may be cedar-lined. 

One indication of the careful designing of Deshler is the use of carefully molded and 
mitred trim of correct Colonial type around all the openings, harmonizing with the moldings 
on the doors and permanent furniture.

LOT as narrow as 35 feet can be used for this stately house. The side entrance increases 
its apparent width, and leaves the front porch undisturbed. The exterior does not slay- 
ishly follow a given form, but appropriates the good points of many. Among these are 
the arched openings and the pergola-like front porch, with its flat roof and exposed 

rafter ends, its latticed columns, and cement floor bordered with bricks. The roof is exceptional- 
ly well handled. Touches of color are introduced to set off the plain stucco walls, in the stained 
shingles, the blinds and shutters, the window box for bright flowers, and the brick border of 
porch and vestibule. The muntins of the small-paned windows should be painted white. 


Belmont has the same basic floor plan as Deshler and the same general description fits it. 
The fireplaces in the living room and the large bedroom above it are located on the outside, rath- 
er than the inside wall, which changes the location of the front chimney somewhat. It also leaves 
a long inside wall space in the living room opposite the fireplace, an ideal location for your piano 
or davenport. At each side of the fireplace in the main bedroom one might have the radiators, 
if steam heat is decided upon, and cover them with Curtis radiator enclosures with hinged top 
seats, turning an unattractive and hard-to-clean utility into a desirable bit of furnishing. 


Another small change substitutes a downstairs toilet for the coat closet. In the dining room 
there is no corner china closet, although there is room for a pair of them if you admire the love- 
ly Colonial designs in the Curtis catalog. Or, you may prefer a handsome sideboard of the same 
architectural type, which quantity production has brought within the reach of all homebuilders, 
where before only those who could afford specially made cabinet work could hope to have au- 
thentic designs to harmonize with their homes. The cost of special work eliminated much of this 
desirable built-in furniture in those cases where funds were limited. The utility of permanent 
furniture is being recognized by an ever increasing number of homebuilders. 

In Belmont, and all the houses in this book, you will find that even the delicate moldings 
which define the doors and windows are true to the type of the house, and match the moldings of 
doors, windows and permanent furniture selected for that house.

Rudwick—Curtis 737— Western 


HE rooms in Rudwick are all on one side of the house, the vestibule, stair, and bath- 


room being on the other side. The plans can therefore be reversed to advantage, to suit 
any lot you have in mind. The fact that any plan in this book can be reversed makes 
these plans even more practical. 


Rudwick is distinguished by its flat gable roof and its sturdy batten shutters. A combina- 
tion of siding and stucco is used. Shingles could be effectively used instead of either, or all one 
material might be used. Notice the unusual placing of the flower box, beneath the window on 
the stair landing. 

A glazed door leads from the living room to the corner porch, that takes advantage of the 
breeze from all directions. In bad weather, no doubt you will prefer to use the other entrance 
from the porch, which leads through the vestibule and the hall, from which every downstairs 
room, as well as upstairs and basement, are directly accessible. ‘French doors open off the hall 
to living room and to dining room, and there is a third pair between the living room and din- 
ing room. 

This living room was meant to be lived in and loved. There is an open fireplace between 
the two pairs of French doors. Directly across from it is a bookcase, for no real living room is 
complete without books. There are outside openings on three sides. 


You will like the dining room with its corner china cupboards, and the kitchen with its cup- 
boards and drawers and bins, its ironing board, pantry, store closet and refrigerator nook. 


The front bedroom upstairs has outside openings on three sides. In an alcove 5’7” x 6’ 4” 
is a tray case and a built-in dressing table, leaving the main part of the room, with its fireplace 
and extra closet, to be used as a living room. In another room there is a beautiful bay window, 
and a combination dressing table, hanging closet and tray case. The two other rooms are small- 
er, but convenient, and well lighted. Near the bathroom is a linen case, and an extra closet.

ROM the outside, Morton shows commonsense design and economical construction; and 

its interior has the added enticement of being a real home even before a piece of furniture 

is moved in. This is because all the necessary details of plumbing, heating, and wiring 

for light and power are taken care of right on the plans for the house, and because so 
many of the needs for furniture are taken care of by Curtis built-in woodwork. 


Downstairs there is a vestibule, hall, a splendid living room, a dining room with paneled 
wainscoting and outside openings on three sides, a pantry and kitchen that are filled with built- 
in features, a rear entry for the refrigerator, broom closet and basement steps, and a rear stair 
leading to the back bedroom upstairs. 


The living room is the one with the bay, and it extends through to the back porch. Its 
walls are covered with oak wall paneling of the Elizabethan type, stained and waxed like the 
rest of the woodwork in the main rooms. On the long outside wall is a hospitable fireplace, 
flanked by pairs of casements, which leaves the inside wall spaces for movable furniture. There 
is a built-in bookcase at the far end of the room. 


There are four large, cross ventilated bedrooms and a large sleeping porch upstairs. The 
rear one, with the back stair, may be entirely isolated from the other. Besides a good closet in 
each, two have tray cases built-in, and one has a delightful dressing table. 
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Fairhaven—Curtis 741—Colonial 


T has been said that the Colonial is the most economical type of building, in first cost and 

maintenance. This is because it is almost always a rectangle with plain surfaces, without 

angles, bays and such, all of which cost labor, waste material in building, and add to the 

repair bills later. Once started, the work of building can go right ahead without expensive 
delays in consulting workmen and changing materials. 


In the modern revival of the Colonial, the principles and the spirit are followed, while 
such modifications are made as are needed to make the house a real home for the twentieth cen- 
tury family in twentieth century America. 


Fairhaven is an exceptionally good example of modern Colonial, both in its exterior treat- 
ment and in its square floor plan. The entrance and hall at the side take less space than would 
a central hall. A small projection provides room for the stair outside the square of the house. 
French doors lead from the hall to the living room occupying the rest of the front of the house. 
Directly opposite, another pair of French doors leads to the broad living porch. At one side of 
the fireplace is a door to the dining room; at the other side one to the kitchen. The dining room 
also has French doors leading to the porch. This room is an ideal size—!3’ 4” square. 


The convenient small kitchen is well provided with cupboards and working space built-in, 
and has an outside entry for the refrigerator. 


The second floor bedrooms are protected by a ventilated attic space. Each bedroom has a 
splendid corner location, two of them having four windows each, and the other two three win- 
dows each. Besides the closet in every bedroom, there is a tray case in one, a linen case in the 
hall, and a medicine cabinet in the convenient bathroom.

ERE is a pretty house of stucco with shingled second story. Overhanging eaves shade 
the bedroom windows, and the single chimney is placed at the peak of the hip roof. 
Practically all the windows are grouped in twos, insuring an abundance of light and 
air within the house. In design, they are of the “top-divided” pattern, a compromise 
between the single panes of glass which are usually so unattractive, and the twelve-light windows 
that are rapidly coming into general use. The bay in the living room is unusual and interesting. 


A pleasant corner porch, with latticed columns for vines to climb up, affords a view in all 
directions. The privacy of the large living room is maintained by a small reception hall. Here 
one finds the main stair, with a coat closet on the landing. There is a splendid wall space in the 
living room for the piano or davenport opposite the hearth. The plans show wall lights at con- 
venient intervals all around the room. In the dining room there is a central chandelier. A china 
closet of straight lines graces one corner, and the adjacent corner is cut across by the chimney. 

Today’s housewife will find the light, efficient kitchen carefully planned. The sink with two 
drainboards is beneath double windows. A built-in ironing board is in a convenient place, and 
there is a built-in dresser and worktable, and an alcove for the refrigerator and basement steps. 


Two good-sized bedrooms and two smaller ones, with a well-arranged bathroom and plen- 
ty of closets complete the layout of a seven-room house that would be hard to excel.

cMerrick—Curtis 745—English 


HERE is much to recommend the half-timber house. It combines the practical consid- 

erations of stucco construction with the decorative effect and distinctiveness of the 

stained wood beams. Plaster walls are warm in winter and cool in summer, and may 

have various textures and tints to harmonize with the surroundings. The casement win- 
dows and the chimney pots are characteristic touches. The front porch is a feature you might 
not find in a real English cottage, but which is desirable in many American houses. 


In a space 30 ft. wide by 28 ft. deep, Merrick incorporates seven desirable rooms, with the 
possibility of finishing two more in the attic space. The location of the entrance at the right 
rather than the center, spares both porch and living room from intrusion. There is a small vesti- 
bule, and the stair hall beyond is separated from the main living room only by a wide cased 
opening. Many casements make the living room and dining room bright. 


An exceptional amount of closet space is provided on the second floor. In addition to the 
clothes closets there are tray cases in two rooms, neatly enclosed by interior doors, and a linen 
case in the hall. One of the bathrooms is arranged as a private bath for the largest bedroom. 


The entrance to the attic stair is by way of one of the rear bedrooms. In every respect the 
plans are quite complete, indicating the necessary wiring, plumbing and heating, and providing 
for substantial construction all the way through, which means eliminating future repair bills. 
In addition, the house can be built of standard materials, in stock sizes, throughout, making 
its first cost reasonable. And its design marks it as an out-of-the-ordinary house.

LTHOUGH it is severely plain, this square house will arrest the attention. It demon- 
strates the suitability of the Colonial type for the ordinary city lot. Notice the abun- 
dance of windows. When divided into small panes, they become a part of the design. The 
paneled shutters on the first floor and blinds upstairs are good, and should blend with 

the roof in color. On the inside, too, the Colonial idea is carried out in the enamel finish through- 
out the house, and in the design of the doors and permanent furniture. 


On the first floor there is a cozy living room with a fireplace. A plaster arch leads to the 
stair hall and the vestibule. From the living room one may go directly to the kitchen, so that a 
few steps take the housewife to the front door or upstairs. A wall-cabinet ironing board, and 
built-in dresser and worktable are among the conveniences of the kitchen. 


A corner location is always pleasant for the dining room. Perhaps the chief architectural 
feature of this cheerful one is the china closet in one corner. This takes almost no space in the 
room, but is ample for dishes and tableware. 


Two modern hobbies—well-ventilated bedrooms and lots of closets—are found in the second 
floor plan. Each of the corner bedrooms has windows on two sides. Two tray cases built-in 
save the purchase of that many chiffoniers. The linen case is conveniently located. 

A good basement contributes much to the comfort of a house. Like the basements in other 
Curtis houses, the basement of Barrington is divided by sheathed partitions into furnace room, 
coal bunker, fruit room and laundry. The laundry occupies about half of the excavated portion.

Cambridge—Curtis 750—Dutch Colonial 


AMBREL-ROOFED is often used synonymously with Dutch Colonial. It is a pleasing 
type for small homes, and one which is constantly growing in popularity. It may be 
developed in any local materials. White painted shingles are always suitable, as are 
clapboards. Shutters and roof afford opportunity for color. The eaves must never 

be more than one story above the ground, but this rule can be complied with and still have a bed- 
room and storage rooms on the third floor, as in this excellently-planned house. 


The house-wide porch is very inviting. The entrance to the house is at the left. There is 
a good-sized reception hall, with a handsome open stair of Colonial design, a coat closet, and a 
pair of French doors at the right. Just beyond the reception hall is a little passage that enables 
the worker in the kitchen to come to the front door with few steps. An extra closet in the living 
room will be found useful for many things. The room is not large, but is bright and homey. 

Unusual care is shown in the efficient kitchen plan. Besides its handy access to the front 
hall, there is a back stair leading to the main stair landing. The basement steps and grade en- 
trance are off the passage, and there is also a broom closet here. 

On the second floor there are four bedrooms with closets, a built-in dressing table, linen case 
and bathroom. In the attic a bedroom with closets and ample storage room may be finished off.

Kincaid—Curtis 751—English 


ALF-TIMBERED houses have proved their good-wearing quality by their increasing 
popularity. Kincaid is one that is unusual and unconventional. The front porch, 
as wide as the house, invites hammocks and chairs to make it the main living room in 
summer. Dormers break the long slope of the steep gable roof, affording ventilation 

in the two front bedrooms. They are also attractive from inside the house. 

In the main rooms, woodwork of English type with stained waxed finish gives the house in- 
dividuality. Curtis standard designs are indicated on the plans and may be had in oak or 
birch, in either of which the grain is shown to advantage by staining. In the upstairs rooms, 
enamel finish is used, with edge grain yellow pine floors. Downstairs, where the floors get harder 
wear, oak is desirable, and maple in the kitchen. The windows and doors are defined by a neat 
back band trim, forming a frame around them. 

Those who expect to build but once in a lifetime should exert special effort to build a home 
of whose design and construction they can always be proud. Nowadays this is possible for those 
of moderate means by the use of the Curtis stock plan service.

Kincaid.

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Craig—Curtis 753—Dutch Colonial 


RCHITECTS are not all agreed as to the origin of the type of house called Dutch Colon- 
ial, although Aymar Embury II, who is perhaps its best-known exponent, tells us 
it is purely American and has no European prototype. But they are all agreed that it 
is one of the best types for the small modern home. The gambrel roof enables the 

builder to get a maximum amount of room in a house with desirable low, wide frontage. 


Trellised posts add to the attractiveness of the spacious front veranda, included under the 
graceful sweep of the roof. A six-panel Colonial door with sidelights admits one to the house. 
The interior plan is of the central hall type, with the kitchen in an ell at the rear. At the right 
as one enters is the coat closet. Straight ahead is a handsome Colonial stair. French doors 
at the sides lead to the living room and dining room respectively. 


On the other side of the hall, the dining room also has a front corner. Built-in at the rear 
is a Curtis sideboard of unusual beauty and fine details. An alcove between the dining room 
and kitchen takes the place of a pantry in doing away with cooking odors from the kitchen. 


The four bedrooms upstairs are very attractive. The largest one has a fireplace, windows 
on three sides, a closet and tray case; the guest room has a room-end of hanging closet and tray 
case with a built-in dressing table between. The linen case and bathroom off the hall are con- 
venient to the whole house. A window in the hall is a desirable feature.
